says :'— 

Swithin has not brought us the rain this 
year, but many will wish it may come be- 
fore the end of the forty days. Now that 
most of the birds are well reared poultry- 
keepers would be glad to see refreshing 
Showers. The rearing grounds are look- 
ing very parched, and grass is burned up 
in many places. Insect life is plentiful 
of the flying sort, and injurious to 
gardeners, so that if the young birds can 
be allowed among the vegetables they 
will help in a clearance. 

Small potatoes will be plentiful from this on, 
and no doubt used largely for stock. 
They will be useful for all birds to be 
killed, such as ducklings, goslings and 
cockerels, but be careful in giving them 
to laying hens, especially the old birds, 
as they “will produce fat, and not eggs. 
A small quantity a few times a week will 
be enough. Boil them, and leave them 
in a vessel for the birds to pick when 
they wish. In this way they will not eat 
too much. Mixed with maize meal, as is 
often done in the’ country, they are too 
fattening for laying hens.

TOMATOES. 
on this subject in the Weekly 
rish Times, t ém Gardening 

Correspondent .ays :— 

Those who selected sun-trapping spots for 
outside Tomatoes should reap their re- 
ward this summery summer, provided 
they stick to the simple ethics of success- 
ful outside cultivation: that is, to train 
up the plants to single stems, growing 
the plants in a limited root run and at- 
tending to watering. Now, with that, 
constant pinching out of the lateral side 
shoots is necessary, for they are rampant 
growers, well exposing the flowering 
trusses to the light. There should be no 
trouble over flowers setting their fruit; 
nevertheless, it’s just as well to give the 
blossoms a flick with the rabbit's tail at 
the hottest part of the day when pollen 
is flying: that will ensure setting. The 
first central flower of the truss is gener- 
ally monstrous, resulting in a corrugated 
monstrosity ; hence we pinch that flower 
out so soon as visible. With the- for- 
mation of five or six well-set trusses the 
grower should be happy and satisfied, 
pinching out the top of the plant, and 
the rest is a question of feeding; and 
Tomatoes will take fat feeding, too, even 
to half sewage, so long as *hey are not 
robbed of their chief foliage, which. if 
very rank, may be shortened by a third, 
not more.

Famous beauties of every age and country 
have one quality in common—a matchless 
complexion. Without this the most perfect 
features pass almost unnoticed. That every 
woman realises the truth of this statement 
is proved by the large sums of money that 
are spent to-day, and have always been 
spent, on skin creams, lotions, and visits to 
beauty specialists. 

From the earliest days milk has formed an 
important item in the diet of a would-be 
beauty, and many of them use it as a skin 
food as well. The ladies of ancient Rome 
uséd to take baths of asses’ milk and straw- 
berry juice in order to keep their skins soft 
and white, and even to-day modern beauties 
wash their faces in milk, and even bathe in it. 

From the health point of view—and, after 
all, beauty and health go hand-in-hand—the 
value of milk foods cannot be over-estimated. 
Milk contains practically every vitamin needed 
by the human body, and is, at the same time, 
easy and pleasant to take, Its feeding powers 
are demonstrated by the fact that Arab 
tribesmen live mainly on milk, and most of 
them reach the ripe age of 100, or even more. 
They also feed the ladies of their harems on 
it, probably on the principle that what is 
sauce for the gander is sauce for the goose. 

I am not comparing Mr. Cochran in any 
way to an Arab, but it is interesting to note 
that he insisted that his chorus should drink 
a certain amount of milk every day when 
they were rehearsing for his last production. 

There is one danger to be guarded against, 
especially when travelling on the Continent. 
Tuberculosis 1s a common malady among 
cows, and milk that comes from affected 
animals ‘obviously cannot be good. Unless 
you can obtain certified milk it is advisable 
not to drink it. uncooked. The boiling pro- 
cess destroys’ many of the nourishing 
vitamins, and it is better to substitute full 
cream condensed milk, which loses none of 
its food value during the process of condensa- 
tion, 

Some péople find milk indigestible, and in 
consequence cut it out of ‘their diet list. 
This is generally because they gulp too large 
a quantity down at once. Small sips: will 
render it at once more palatable and more 
easily digested.

To each pound of black currants (weighed 
after preparing) allow half pint of red currant 
juice and one and a half pounds of preserving 
sugar,

Stir over low heat until the sugar has 
melted, bring to the boil, skim, and boil 
ten to fifteen minutes. 

Keep it well skimmed, and do not break 
the currants when stirring. Put into pots 
and cover. 

This may be eaten in glasses, topped with 
whipped cream or the beaten whites of one or 
two eggs sweetened and. flavoured to taste.

One does not generally associate sales with 
provision stores, yet there are always certain 
'“hnes ” of groceries that are disposed of 
every summer at greatly reduced prices. All 
preserved fruits, almonds and raisins are now 
being sold at, in some cases, a reduction. of 
twenty-five per cent. in the London shops. 
The reason is obvious. These things are 
mainly in demand at Christmas time, and will 
nut keep at their best fot another six months. 

Christmas crackers, because of their frailty, 
are also being sold at ridiculously low prices. 
It would more than pay the housekeeper to 
buy them now and store them safely away. 

In passing through one of the big London 
flower-shops during the week I noticed that 
even they are having their season of sales. 
Little Japanese garden scenes that make 
delightful decorations for the diningroom 
table during the winter were going for a 
mere song. These’ ornaments so easily 
become shopworn. 

It is far wiser to make them for oneself. 
A large bowl, two very dwarf trees, some 
tiny lanterns, animals, or water birds, will 
make up into anything your fancy suggests. 
Apart from earth in which to plant the trees, 
you will also need some gravel for paths 
and a small piece of glass, if a toy lake 
is desired. The making of one of these 
miniature Japanese gardens would be an 
amusing occupation for a wet Sunday after- 
noon. 


In and Out of Season. 


This is the season when kippers and 
bloaters are at their best, since they have 
now finished spawning. However much we 
may like value, the spawning season varies 
with different species of fish. At present 
Dover soles are very scarce, the reason being 
that they have migrated to the spawning 
grounds round about the Isle of Man. The 
warm waters of the Gulf Stream provide 
favourable conditions for both hatching and 
dispersal, since here it is that the stream 
divides and carries the young fish abroad. 

What a delightful time of year this is for 
fruit! Strawberries, raspberries, goose-

berries, black and red currants are fairly 
reasonable in price. Owing to the cold 
summer no berries are sufficiently plentiful 
to be bought very cheaply. If you are 
thinking of bottling them or making them 
into jam do not wait in the hope of their 
dropping much below the present market 
price. The weather forbids it. 

Mixed salads are now well in season. Cool- 
ing and blood purifying, they are to be re- 
commended for everyone. A few pence wil! 
buy a salad large enough for four people, 
consisting of a lettuce, watercress, mustard 
and cress, small cress, an onion (for those 
who like it), and a beetroot. Cold new pota- 
toes are delicious cut in slices, and added to 
a mixed salad, with a covering of mayon 
nalse dressing. 


The Fly Pest. 


In spite of the unseasonable weather the 

common house fly has begun to make its 
appearance. Few people realise what a real 
source of danger this creature is to public 
health. Breeding, as it does, in unclean re- 
fuse, it carries on its feet and wings the 
germs of disease. More cholera, typhoid ana 
similar gastric diseases are broadcast in this 
way than in any other. 
At the dining-room table to prevent flies 
from alighting on the food that one eats 1s 
almost impossible, but this need not. deter one 
from taking all possible precautions in the 
larder. Milk is the most easily affected of all 
the foods, and milk containers should be 
protected with mosquito net covers. These 
can be weighted down with coloured beads 
crochetted around the edges. Similar covers 
should also be used for dishes containing jam 
and other sweets that attract flies. 

Tt is advisable at this season to buy smali 
jars of jam sufficient only to fill the table 
dish so that opened jars shall not be left 
about to encourage flies. A few tins of full 
eream condensed milk should be kept for an 
emergency in case a persistent fly finds its 
way under the milk cover. Never give milk 
in which a fly has drowned itself to children.

S INCE the crux arose some time ago over 
the importation of Ford parts there 
have been references to the question 
of ing a Free Port in the Irish Free 
State. reported decision of, the 
Spanish authorities to develop a port on 
these lines gives the subject new interest 
for us, in view of the efforts that are being 
made to establish the Azores as the 
popular trans-Atlantic highway for air- 
craft. The Spanish idea is evidently to 
eater for a big terminal trade, and the 
Free Port is designed to attract it. It is 
a wise and far-seeing move, and one that 
we should note carefully, not only because 
this is the country that should naturally 
challenge the Spanish position, but 
because of the fact that, whatever has 
been said to the contrary, the Free Port 
principle still retains widespread 
popularity as a means of attracting trade. 
The Free Port is an institution of which 
we know little in these countries, for the 
reason that free trade gave us virtually 
all the facilities that we required for the 
easy and expeditious handling of goods. 
The abandonment of free trade both here, 
ind, to a certain extent, on the other side 
if the Channel, has completely altered the 
ituation, and so on every side to-day 
iere is a demand for a complete review of 
ie existing order at our seaports. 
The Free Port, a venerable institution 
the Continent, has been suggested here 
Ireland as a compromise between free 
de and protection, and, as such, it has 
ealed to the adherents of both 
vests.

THWORLD’S FREE PORTS. 


lthe Middle Ages Free Ports were 
qulinumerous. All the great trading 
citi of the time threw open their 
whaas to free intercourse and exchange, 
nota examples being Genoa, Venice, 
Tries’ Marseilles and Hamburg. All 
these ties owed their growth and power 
to théact that they were in those days 
the gat free trade markets of the 
civilise world, Not a few of them still 
retain neir pre-eminence, owing to the 
Jact thi they have all along remained 
faithful:o the principle in one form or 
another, Among these are the German 
ports of famburg and Bremen, and the 
iree Cityt Danzig. 
Apart iom these, there are still quite 
a numbersf Free Ports scattered over the 
world. ‘here were, for instance, nine 
such ports n Germany before the war, the 
principal eing Hamburg, Bremen and 
Danzig; t® in Austria-Hungary, Trieste 
and Fiume;one in Rumania, and one in 
Denmark—Qpenhagen, In addition, there 
were the pots of Singapore, Hong-Kong 
and Aden inthe British Empire, and New 
Orleans in tle United States. All these, 
with the exoption of Trieste, are stil! 
Free Ports, and the greatest entrepét 
trade centres in the world. 


WHAT IS A FREE PORT? 


What is the arrangement at these Free 
Ports, and how do they “function? 
Briefly, the idea, translated into 
practice, means the setting aside of an 


area alongside the wharves at a seaport 
where goods may be landed free of all | 


customs or excise duties. It does not 
mean, as some people seem to think, the 
turning of the whole city, or port, as the 
case may be, into a free trade area. In 
some instances goods are subject to a small 
tax, but it is merely nominal, and is im- 
posed simply for statistical purposes. The 
area set aside varies from one to thousands 
of acres, according to the size and im- 
portance of the port. This area is extra- 
territorial, so íar as the fiscal system of 
the country is concerned, but the land 
boundaries of the Free Port have their 
Customs posts, where any goods passing 
inland have to pay the usual duties. If 
destined for some other country, the goods 
are allowed to pass through in sealed 
waggons, or under other special Customs 
arrangements, 

In many cases goods are allowed to be 


blended, or otherwise dealt with, in order 


to prepare them for sale, or even may he 
manufactured into finished articles. It is 
in respect of these latter facilities that the 
Free Port can claim to have a big 
advantage over the bonded warehouse—the 
straitlaced system in vogue here at 


-present, which, as anyone with experience 


of its working knows, takes little, if any, 
cognisance of the needs of industry. The 
following particulars of two representative 
Free Ports, Hamburg and Copenhagen, 
will give an idea of the organisation and 
working of the system. 


HAMBURG. 


Hamburg allots an area of over 2,500 
acres to its Free Port. Goods in transit 


have to be declared, the declaration re- 


quiring a stamp of merely nominal value. 
Other goods pay a very small ad ralorem 
tax on declaration. A line of customs 
houses is built around the Free Port area, 


and the goods intended for Germany may 


have the duty paid on them at any of 
these, or, alternatively, goods may be 
allowed to travel inland on a customs 
certificate, in which case the consignee of 
the goods would pay the duty on delivery. 
All goods forwarded in transit are allowed 
through on a customs certificate when the 
consignors are well known to the customs 
authorities. Loading and discharging in 
the Free Port are carried on without in- 
spection by the customs authorities, the 
enly supervision exercised being that of 
the harbour authorities to ensure com- 
pliance with their own regulations. Nearly 
all vessels arriving at Hamburg are un- 
loaded within the Free Port area. 


COPENHAGEN. 


The arrangement at Copenhagen is 
somewhat similar, with the exception that 
only goods consigned inland are subject 
The Frée Port, 
which occupies an area of 146 acres, was 
only completed in 1894, and so is a com- 
paratively modern institution. There is 
no customs inspection within the area of 
the Free Port, the only supervision being 
that of the Free Port Company. About 
one-fifth of the imports are in transit for 
other Baltic countries. Copenhagen is ol 
more than ordinary interest to us, in that 
it is the capital of a small, agricultural 
country, with no densely-populated hinter- 
land to attract commerce. Clearances of

Cullan Strand. 


A correspondent writes :—Staying 
recently at Bundoran, in County Donegal, 
which possesses a fine beach, I was struck 
by the fact that a still more magnificent 
stretch of sand round the next curve of 
the bay was always deserted. It is known 
as Tullan Strand or sometimes as Finner 
Strand, and behind the sand-hills which 
fringe it can be seen the remains of 
Finner Camp, a well-known’ British 
encampment during the Great War. 
But ' from those days dates the evil 
reputation of the beach: for some soldiers 
who ventured in to bathe were sucked 
under by quicksands and drowned. Even 
on the sunniest day there is something 
eerie about this tempting strand, 
beckoning the unwary into its treacherous 
embraces.

I never realised what a great con- 
venience it was to have the tramcars 
running direct from Kingsbridge arrival 
platform to O’Connell Bridge, as they do 
now, until I reached Dublin the other 
evening from the Shannon Scheme. I 
wonder why they did not do it long ago, 
instead of compelling weary passengers to 
take cabs, or trudge across to wait for a 
tram in Parkgate street. 

There is a catch in it, however, as I 
quickly discovered. Enough city-bound 
passengers disembarked from that train 
to fill a dozen tramcars, instead of the 
solitary one that awaited us, and every- 
‘body had, at least, a suitcase. Now, a 
man or woman with a small suitcase has 
a right to take it-on a tramcar, but when 
there are about fifty suitcases the prospect 
is alarming. The majority of the suit- 
cases seemed to be blood brothers, and 
those with the owner’s initials on them 
were in the minority ; consequently, when 
they were piled on the rear platform of 
the tramcar, it seemed impossible that 
any one of them should rejoin its pro- 
prietor on arrival at 0 Connell Bridge. 
And people who alighted half-way in- 
variably found that their particular 
luggage was at the bottom of the pile. 

Hee the hapless conductor retained his 
patience I do not know; in his place, I 
think, I should have gone amok and kicked 
the lot into the Liffev—the suitcases, I 
mean. What is wanted is a special 
baggage trolly attached to the passenger 
tram, with a special attendant upon it, to 
deal in cloakroom fashion with the 
luggage, charging a nominal fee for every 
parcel. Surely, nobody would grudge the 
extra copper or two. 


Tidy Holland. 


A friend just home from holidays in 
Holland has been telling me some of his 
experiences, and they are well worth 
recounting here. 

Strolling along the street one day he 
lit a cigarette, threw away the empty 
packet, and was immediately stopped by 
a policeman, who, there and then, fined 
him to the extent of twopence for causing 
untidiness on the public thorughfare. 
Determined not to be caught again, he 
produced his pipe. All went well for 
some time; but he suddenly sucked in a 
large quantity of nicotinc, which he forth- 
with spat out on to the pavement. 
Another policeman heaved into view, and 
another twopence changed hands. My 
friend was fined for bad behaviour no 
fewer than ten times in the one day, and 
finally felt like a bad boy being 
punished for his misdeeds. There are 
sections of the roads for bicycles and 
motor cars and other vehicles, and woe 
betide the person who is found in the 
wrong section ! 


Lord XCoynihan’s New Honour. 


Further honour has been paid to Lord 
Moynihan, the distinguished Irish 
surgeon, by the Royal College of Surgeons 
of England. His election as President of 
that body two years ago was, in itself, a 
unique honour ; for that was the first time 
anyone other than a London surgeon had 
been elected to the presidency. 

Last year he was re-elected for a further 
term of office. and now he has been chosen 
to act for a third year. 

Lord Moynihan has a beautiful home in 
Leeds, where he carries on most of his 
surgical work, and his gardens are 
accounted among the most beautiful in the 
North of England. These are frequently. 
thrown open to the public on payment of 
a small fee, which he hands over usually 
to nurses’ or other charities. 

Lord Moynihan keeps closely in touch 
with Irish organisations in London, and 
he has been specially associated with the 
Four Provinces of Ireland Club, of which 
he recently resigned the presidency in 
favour of Sir James Melville, the 
Solicitor-General in the new Labour 
Government.

Che First “ Excursion.” 


It was the famous house of Cook, it 
seems, that organised and ran the first 
public ‘‘excursion’’ in England. Before 
his great achievement some of the work- 
mens’ institutes had organised such trips 
for their members, but it was Thomas 
Cook who opened such facilities to the 
general public. 

It was on July 65th, 1841, that this 
historic trip was taken, and no fewer than 
570 passengers ventured upon a journey 
from Leicester to Loughborough at the 
modest fare of one shilling a head. It is 
likely that, when this is more generally 
known, Loughborough and Leicester will 
take their places in the history of rail- 
way trayel with the already famous 
names of Stockton and Darlington. The 
date of this trip serves as a reminder of 
the comparatively recent development of 
the railway that is now threatened by the 
road. Just four years later, in August 
1845, Mr. Cook published an entertaining 
“Handbook of a Trip to Liverpool,” im 
which are minutely described the delights 
of this ‘‘excursion,’’ which included the 
chance of visiting the Isle of Man or 
Dublin, or of being conveyed to the Welsh 
Coast on a specially-chartered steamer. 
This was probably the beginning of the 

pularity of such seaside resorts as 

uglas, Llandudno, Rhyl, Colwyn Bay, 
and many others.

Che Duce. 


To-day brings a forty-sixth anniversary 
to one of the dominating personalities 
of Kurope—Benito Mussolini. The son of 
a blacksmith, he was 
brought up as a 
Socialist, and at 
nineteen stood for 
election as one of the 
reddest of ‘‘ Reds,”’ 
at Forti, and was 
so enraged by defeat 
that he smashed the 
ballot box. Later he 
hecame manager of a 
Socialist newspaper 
at Milan, but the 
war, in which he 
served with distinc- 
tion and was 
wounded, turned him 
associates, who expelled 
party because of his 
patriotic views. He founded the LPopolo 
d'Italia to counteract Communist 
propaganda, and under its egis organised 
the Fascisti. Progress at first seemed 
slow: for in 1919 the Blackshirts numbered 
less than 1.000 in all Italy, and when 
their leader stood for election at Milan 
he polled only 5,000 votes, against a 
Socialist opponent’s 100,000. Three years 
later he had overthrown the Government 
and made himself Dictator of Italy.

Coming on to the straight, near 
the finishing point, George Duller, the 
jockey-motorist, went into a skid, and 
Conelli had to swerve to avoid him. 
Conelli, too, skidded, the track being very 
wet. ” His car cannoned into a wall at 
106 miles per hour, overturned, and shot 
across the finishing line with Conelli 
underneath All “he skin was torn from 
his back, shoulders and head! Conelli 
actually finished that race in second place. 


A Geam-mate of Segrave. 


Divo is an old Sunbeam driver who has 
often been a member of the same teams 
as Sir Henry Segrave. He started as a 
mechanic attached to the teams, and in 
that capacity was with René Thomas in 
the Coupe des Voiturettes in 1921. Next 
year Divo had the wheel of a Talbot- 
Darracgq in the same race and finished in 
second place. He was closely beaten by 
Campari in the Grand Prix of Europe 
in 1924. Campari on that occasion drove 
an Alfa-Romeo, and he will have that 
make of car in the Ulster race, but, being 
in a different cubic capacity class, it is 
scarcely likely that he will renew his 
struggle with Divo on the County Down 
course. 


An Excitable Driver. 


While a wonderful racing driver, Divo 
is inclined to become rather excited at 
times. Iixcitement lost him the Grand 
Prix at Tours in 1923. He was in second 
place and going well when he realised 
that Segrave was close behind him. As 
they were both driving Sunbeams, that 
should not have worried Divo. It did, 
however, and when he came into the pits 
to re-fuel he lost his head, and commenced 
to screw the petrol filler cap the wrong 
way. Instead of loosening it he 
tightened it, jamming it solid. In the 
end an attempt was made to chisel off the 
cap, but unsuccessfully. Divo had to 
continue on his reserve tank, which 
necessitated a stop for petrol every lap. 
Nevertheless, he finished second, the race 
having been won by Segrave when the 
leader retired. 


Ghose Early Birds. 


It is not always worms that the early 
bird is scouting around for, as I discovered 
when going home at daybreak the other 
morning. Nearing my own Suburban road, 
[ heard a terrific clamour, which at first 
suggested that somebody was bungling a 
murder in the vicinity. Then I thought 
it was a particularly lusty infant pro- 
testing against his hard luck. When, at 
last, I turned a corner and discovered the 
cause, I could hardly believe what I saw. 
It was ‘‘bin morning,” and the side- 
walk was dotted with those horrible gal- 
vanised contraptions that reveal the 
secrets of the home. Around some of the 
bins fluttered scores of crows and seagulls 
—wherever any greenstuff was to be found. 
Perched upon one bin, which, to judge 
by its spilled contents, must have be- 
longed to a vegetarian household, was an 
enormous seagull gorging himself, and 
shrieking what, I think, must have been 
nautical curses at any bird which dared 
to come near him. He was the loudest 
and most discordant seagull that I had 
ever heard, and the most ill-tempered. 
Now and again he got down off his perch 
between bites to drive away any bird that 
came so near, and his shrieks as he did so 
must surely have awakened everybody 
within half-a-mile.

to make our ports live centres of trade;

. It may be said—somebody has, in fact, 
said it—that there is no demand for such 
innovations as these in Ireland. That is 
true, but trade never demands exceptional 
facilities, any more than industry de- 
mands cheap power. It simply looks 
around for them, and, wherever they are, 


which preserve performances of the works 
of Sir Edward Elgar, conducted by the 
eminent composer himself. Many of these 
recordings have been made since the 
electrical process came into regular use. 
Elgar is not likely to have many more 
years of active conducting, and this series 
must remain unique. Let us hope that it 
is far from being complete as yet. 

The new spel] of recording is represented 
by five discs, giving both of the ‘‘ Wand 
of Youth” Suites, with the “ Beau 
Brummel’’ minuet on a spare side. The 
suites are incidental music to a little fairy 
play, devised by Elgar in his youth, and 
performed by him and young friends with 
the use of toys. It is recalled by the com- 
poser that in order to produce the spurting 
of the fountain, which was accompanied by 
the ‘‘ Fountain Dance,’’ a football bladder 
was used. The music then noted down for 
domestic performance was orchestrated by 
Sir Edward in 1906, and arranged in the 
form of these two suites. The ‘ Beau 
Brummel ” minuet is a recent composition. 

The ‘‘Wand of Youth ” music is un- 
important, but * delightful: it contains 
many happy examples of the composer's 
facility in orchestration. Record pur- 
chasers who do not want the whole set at 
once should begin with the first record of 
the No. 2 Suite (March; Little Bells; 


Moths and Butterflies) and the middle 


record of the No. 1 Suite (Fairy Pipers 
and Slumber Scene). These are D 1649 
and D 1637 (“His Master’s Voice ”' 
records). ‘‘Fairy Pipers’’ and the 
Slumber Scene I play with soft-tone needle 
to get right down to mianissimo. The 
orchestra is the London Symphony. 

No one could tire of such music as 
Weber’s ‘‘Oberon’’ Overture; it comes as 
fresh as the newest effort of a modern tone- 
poet. The finest conductors still take 
pride in achieving success with it. 
Mengelberg with his celebrated Concert- 
gebouw Orchestra (Amsterdam) is heard 
in an excellent new recording by Columbia. 
It is plain that he loves the music, and 
his orchestra is well recorded. This, how- 
ever, is the kind of work that makes us 
long for an advance beyond the limitations 
of the disc record: the ‘‘Oberon’’ Over- 
ture is a most unsuitable subject for a 
chopping into three bits. The odd side on 
the second of the records is given to Sir 
Henry Wood and the new Queen’s Hall 
Orchestra in a brisk, but not always clear, 
performance of Dvorak’s Slavonic Dance 
in G minor, an old gramaphone favourite 
(Columbia L 2312-13). 

Zurich Tonhalle Orchestra, recorded for 
the first time, gives us some old music for 
strings, a Concerto Grosso of Vivaldi. This 
comes from before the time of Haydn and 
Mozart, who probably knew the work well. 

LIGHT MUSIC. 

The music of Eric Coates has interested 
me ever since Í read an article of his 
urging young British composers to give up 
writing unwanted symphonies, and instead 
to develop the national aptitude for light 
music. He has followed his own advice 
most successfully. The Regal. Cinema 


Orchestra has played for Colrmbia, record-

ing Coates’s *‘ Four Ways’’ Suite. It is 
thoroughly enjoyable, especially the 
closing number, ‘‘ Westwards (Rhythm).’’ 
(Columbia 9756-57). 

Mischa Elman re-appears in the 
“H.M.V.” list. A “ Vocalise,’’ by Rach- 
maninoff, makes a good violin solo, and 
exhibits Elman’s perfect intonation ; while 
Kreisler’s aggravated version (violinists 
will appreciate the adjective) of 
Wieniawski’s ‘‘Caprice’’ is polished off 
with the most convincing air of ease. 

Galli-Curci gives us ‘‘Lo, here the. 
gentle lark,’’ in what passes for English, 
and “‘Solveig’s Song” in French. This 
'“ Peer Gynt "’ song suits her unexpectedly 
well. There has been only one Galli-Curci 
record that was not worth having— 
and I am not sure that it was not. The 
new one, like the rest, gives perfect repro- 
duction of a wonderful voice. (DB 1278). 

Not of that class, but interesting in its 
way, is the Columbia record of Harold 
Williams and Francis Russell in duet 
passages from Verdi’s “Otello.” Harold 
Williams would make a fine Iago on the 
opera stage, if this record is to be taken 
as a guide. (Columbia 9827). 

The Poltronieri String Quartet, which 
has been often in B.B.C. chamber music 
programmes, makes an. excellent grama- 
phone début with two popular quartet 
movements—that little one of Haydn’s 
sometimes called a Serenade, and the 
graceful Canzonetta of Mendelssohn’s, 
which would do for the fairies in the 
‘‘Midsummer Night’s Dream ” if 
Mendelssohn had not provided similarly 
charming music specially for them. 
(Columbia 9824). 

A negro ‘‘spiritual’’ gave Dvorak a 
theme for the slow movement of his 
symphony “From the New World.” The 
Dayton Westminster Choir’ sings an 
arrangement, in which Dvorak’s music has 
been turned back into *‘ spiritual’* form. 
A record of it (with a well-sung motet on 
the reverse) will be found in a recent 
'““H.M.V.” issue, under the name ‘“‘ Goin’ 
Home.” The lovely tone of the solo voice 
over hummed harmonies lingers pleasantly 
in the mind long after the disc has left 
the turn-table.

HE important occurrences of the past 
week in the South of Ireland have 
inspired a justifiable feeling of confidence 
regarding the future of the Irish Free 
State, and, in addition, important 
advances have been made towards thie 
improvement of our position as an asser- 
tive and constructive factor in the com- 
munity of nations.

_ DAWN ON THE HILL-SIDE. 

From the ledge which we reached as the 
dawn broke: in a stilly greyness, while 
resting, we watch the procession, and then, 
ufter a brief respite, we enter on the last 
stage of the tortuous journey. We lend a 
hand to an old woman who has become faint, 
aid must perforce rest her weary limbs.

In spite of a busy and crowded life, in 
which he exercised all the zeal and energy 
of a fiery apostle, Patrick retained the love 
fur the everlasting hills which he first 
learned as a slave on the mountain 
lopes of Sliabh-Mis. And even as he prayed 
and fasted on the lofty reek in the year 441, 
his thoughts turned to those seven hills of 
immortal Rome Entering into Patrick's 
spirit to-day in trying to emulate his desire 
for prayer and penance, and retirement from 
the noises of the world and the valleys below, 
we must first thank the Almignty Father for 
showing His power in drawing good out of 
evil. For can we ever forget that it was a 
slave—captured by an Irish King—a foreign 
slave—who, in his turn, brought the whole 
Irish nation into loving captivity to Rome 
and the Catholic faith. Thus, throngh the 
natural valour and conquering spirit of our 
fathers, the national character was wedded to 
the humility of the Gospel, by one who came 
as a subject, left as a fugitive and returned 
to subject our beloved Ireland to the sweet 
yoke and light burden of Christ. 

As Patrick gazed out from this spot on 
which we stand he saw a people who dwelt 
in darkness and the shadow of death rise in 
triumph to greet the great light. the sun of 
justice, that dawned upon the land. His 
genius, trained in the great schools of Gaul, 
picked out the characteristics of the wilful, 
brave, turbulent, vet warmhearted race, 
among whom his lot was willingly cast.

MR. JOHN M‘CORMICK., 

The death occurred yesterday of Mr. John 
McCormick, a former Town Solicitor of Bel- 
fast, who, it will be remembered, relinquished 
his post after the housing enquiry, and sub- 
sequently succeeded in establishing his right 
to a substantial pension. Mr. McCormick, 
who was about 67 years of age, was the*son 
of the late Mr. William McCormick, for 
many years an Alderman of the city.

On his retirement from 
that post, after the housing enquiry, he 
resumed private practice. His only son was 
killed in action whilst serving with the Royal 
Naval Division in France.

Between the hours of 7.30 a.m. and 10 
a.m. on the 14th and 15th August, and 8 
a.m. and 11 a.m. on the 17th August, the 
following will be one-way roads in Belfast 
for vehicles of all types, except tramcars, 
whether going to the course or otherwise em- 
ployed :— 

(a) In the direction of Holywood Arches— 
Queen's Bridge-Bridge End-Newtownards 
road to its junction with the Albert Bridge 
road. 

(b) In the direction of the centre of the 
city—Albert Bridge road-Albert Bridge. 

During the hours between 7.30 a.m. and 
10 a.m., and between 12.30 p.m. and 2 p.m. 
on the 14th and 15th August, and between 
8 a.m. and 12 noon, and between 5 p.m. and 
8 p.m. on 17th August, no vehicle of any 
kind, including tramcars, will be permitted 
to stop on the main roads between points 
twenty yards west of the junction of the 
Albert Bridge road and Newtownards road, 
and one hundred yards east of the Holywood 
Arches. 

TRAFFIC ON THE COURSE. 


The course itself will be open to vehicular 
traffic of all types in any direction up to 
930 a.m. on the 14th and 15th August, and 


that vehicles will not be permitted to leave 
the course at Dundonald Corner in the direc- 
tion of Belfast, nor wil] vehicles be allowed 
to turn outwards off the course into a 
side road, unless they are proceeding to a 
car park off that road. They will, however, 
be allowed to turn off the course outwards at 
Newtownards and Comber. 

Vehicles may turn off the course on to any 
road leading into the area enclosed by the 
course without restriction at any time up to 
the closing of the course. 

Vehicles which are on the course at 9.30 
a.m, on the 14th and 15th August, and at 
9.15 a.m. on the 17th August, will be per- 
mitted to proceed to their destinations there, 
to park or to deposit their passengers, and 
then leave the course via Newtownards or 
Comber with the least delay possible. 

Every car for which any car-park ticket 
has been obtained must have the ticket 
affixed to the windscreen. 

The course will be closed to pedestrians 
at 9.30 a.m. on the 14th and 15th August, 
and at 10 a.m. on the 17th August, at which 
hours it will be finally cleared, and all pedes- 
trians must place themselves behind the bar- 
riers, where these have been erected, or be- 
hind the fences or banks, completely clear of 
the road and footpath. On no account should 
they endeavour to cross the road or emerge 
on to the road or footpath during the pro- 
gress of the race. 

Particulars are given of the various traffic 
routes outside Belfast. 

On the conclusion of the practices or of the 
race the course will be reopened to traffic. 
In order to avoid congestion at Dundonald 
corner the roads leading from there to New 
townards and to Comber will be one-way 
roads in the directions of these two towns 
respectively. Vehicles, therefore, which 
emerge on to either of these roads may leave 


the course by side roads, as available in 
directions suitable to their destinations, or 
by the main roads at Newtownards or 
Comber. 

Those vehicles between Dundonald, Quarry 
corner and Ballyrogan which are returning 
to Belfast, Downpatrick or Ballygowan, 
should use the road across the area enclosed 
by the course via Ballycullen Cross to 
Unicarval. Thence those for Belfast will pro- 
ceed via Ballystockart to the Belfast-Bally- 
gowan road, and those for Downpatrick and 
Ballygowan will proceed via Comber, under 
the railway to Ballygowan, to the Ballygowan 
road: 

A special tram service will run in connec- 
tion with the practices and the race from 
Belfast to Dundonald corner. 


PARKING OF CARS. 


Parking is prohibited on any of the follow- 
ing roads :— 


(a) That portion of all roads leading to the 
exterior side of the course for a distance of 
half a mile from the course, save In New- 
townards and Comber, where parking areas 
will be assigned. 


(b) That portion of the Upper Newtown- 
ards road between Knock road and Dun- 
donald Central Corner. 

(c) Carrowreagh Hill road. 

(d) Clandeboye-Newtownards road. 

(e) Thé road Gibson’s Corner to Craigant- 
let. ; , 

(f) The road Craigantlet to Cree's Cross. 

(g) Ballybarnes road. ik 

(h) The road from Anderson's Hill to 
Dairy Bridge on Clandeboye-Newtownards 
road. 

(j) Batlygowan-Comber road. 

(k) Railway street, Comber. 

(1) High street, Comber. 

(m) On any road within 4-mile of Craig- 


antlet Cross. 

Subject to these reservations, vehicles will 
be permitted to park in all roads in the 
vicinity of the course, provided that on roads 
leading to the exterior side of the course 
tiiey park facing away from the course, and 
on roads leading to the interior side of the 
course facing towards the course, and pro- 
vided they leaye a free passage for other 
traffic, and do not otherwise cause an 
obstruction. 

The police on duty are authorised to divert 
or restrict any traffic or pedestrians as the 
circumstances may appear to them to necessi- 
tate. All drivers of vehicles, and all other | 
persons, must conform to all signals and 
other directions given by the police on duty. |

All things considered, it is my opinion that 
a network of rails below and a network of 
wires overhesd within the precincts of a busy 
city are out of keeping with the modern 
demand for tree movement, speed and appear- 
ance. The vehicle best suited to fulfil these 
conditions at the moment is the motor "bus. 
Grant that it 1s at present a most imperfect 
machine, )yí you like; but it can be said that 
it is at the beginning of its career and is cap- 
able of great things, if given a fair chance, 
unlike the tram, which is nearly at the end of 
its tether.

HOW THE DISCU 

The attitude of the parties is shown in 
sjatements whica have been issued by the 
employers’ and the workers’ representa- 
tives.

IN THE FINAL STAGE. 

The position when the final stages of 
{he negotiations were reached is described 
in the following statement, issued by Sir 
liorace Wilson, Secretary to the Ministry 
of Labour, by whose efforts the parties 
were brought together. 

“ When the proceedings began on Mon- 
day morning, atter the preakdown on the 
previous Friday, it was found. tha, in 
order to make progress, 1t was necesvary 
to try to devise an instrument through 
which negotiations tor the settlement of 
the dispute could be conducted. The dis- 
eussions on Monday, Tuesday and 
Wednesday were devoted to an endeavour 
io reach a basis for negotiations, with a 
view to such discussions as would be 
likely to effect a settlement of the dispute. 
(Committees were accordingly appointed, 
representing the employers’ and opera- 
tives’ organisations, and as a resuit of 
the exchange of notes between these com- 
mittees a position was reached on Wednes- 
day, when it was understood that the 
necessary basis had been created, and a 
joint meeting was accordingly arranged 
to begin on Wednesday afternoon. 

“ Friday 's proceedings disclosed the fact 
that the basis acceptable to the employers’ 
and to the other operatives’ organisations 
vas hot accepted by an important 
section of the operatives, viz.—the 
Northern Counties Textile Trades Federa- 
tion. On Saturday morning, following a 
meeting of the Operatives’ Joint Com- 
mittee, a meeting was held of the execn- 
tives of the organisations connected with 
the Northern Counties Textile Traces 
Federation, at which the position was 
discussed. 

“That meeting adopted the following 
gesolution :— 

“*That this meeting, representing the 
trade unions in the manufacturing 
sections of the cotton trade, do not 
give authority to our representatives 
to negotiate on the question of the 
wages reduction. We are not 
prepared to move from the position 
of offering arbitration.’ 

“To this resolution the employers made 

ne following reply :— 

“ “We extremely regret that the larger 
body of the manufacturing sections 
of the cotton trade, which their 
representatives have consulted, have 
not seen fit to give them power to 
negotiate, which we hoped they 
would aequire. Under the circum- 
stances, we cannot depart from our 
position, there being no agreed basis 
uyon which we could conduct nego- 
tiations on behalf of the several 
organisations concerned.’ i

Mr. Holroyd, on behalf of the 
employers, expressed his keen dis- 
appointment that matters had taken such 
a turn, as he had hoped that, by negotia- 
tions between the Employers’ Federation 
and the two operatives separately, 
a solution to the question might be 
found. The employers expressed their 
unanimous wish to meet the spinners and 
eardroom representatives at any time. 
Mr. Frayne replied that he intended to 
take instructions in regard to the situa- 
tion at the earliest possible moment.” 
The employers state that, in view of the 
fact that no settlement has been arrived 
at, the mills will be opened on Monday 
morning at the new rates*which they 
proposed. 


SPINNERS’ STATEMENT. 

At the close of the negotiations the 
following statement was issued by Mr. B. 
Boothman, Secretary of the Spinners’ 
Amalgamation :— 

‘‘In connection with the dispute in the 
cotton trade, we have to state that the 
Executive Council of the Amalgamation 
of Operative Cotton Spinners’ Associations 
were perfectly prepared to negotiate on 
the wages question on the basis of the 
principle of a wage reduction being 
accepted, and that the question to be 
negotiated. was the amount of that 
reduction. The employers hal already 
intimated that they were prepared to 
modify their terms to some extent if the 
principle of a wage reduction was 
accepted. 

“On these grounds the operative 
spinners found that the principle of 
arbitration being acceptable to all parties 
on the operatives’ side, it could not be 
again said that the risk of a reduction of 
wages was contemplated by all sections. 

“The Operative Spinners’ 
themselves preferred to conduct such 
arbitration. The reason for this was that 
they knew as much about the particular 
circumstances of the trade as any outside 
body, and ‘felt themselves quite qualified 
to come to a decision which would be a 
fair representation of the justice of the 
case, and to protect the interests of their 
members to the best of their ability. 

“The Executive Council of the Amal- 
gamated Association of Operative Cotton 
Spinners and Twiners, therefore, instruct 
all their members to refrain from attend- 
ing at the mills on Monday morning, and 
until further notice, except at mills where 
the employers are willing to continue the 
existing rates of wages. , 


TO-DAY’S MEETINGS. 

Representative meetings of the Amalga- 
mated Association of Operative Cotton 
Spinners and Twiners will be held in 
Manchester to-day. 

Mr. J. A. Bell. on behalf of the opera- 
tives, said that he wanted to make this 
perfectly clear, that throughout the dis- 
cussions with the employers, the latter 
had insisted that, first of all, they should 
state that they were prepared to recom- 
mend to their executive a reduction of 
wages. As a large bod:, representative 
of the manufacturing side, did not believe 
that the reduction of wages could be 
justified, they were not prepared to give 
that authority which the employers 
demanded.

FIRST LORD AND NAVAL 
ACCIDENTS. 

Speaking at a co-operative 
High Wycombe on Saturday, Mr. A. V. 
Alexander, First Lord of the Admiralty, 
said they all deplored the three terrible 
naval accidents which had taken place 
during the last few weeks.

Although work is proceeding on the most 
conservative lines, confidence is given to the 
belief tha: there may be valuable results, 
because the very numerous specimens of 
which analysis has been made were taken 
from points sometimes one hundred, two 
hundred, or even two hundred and twenty 
miles apart. The more prébing there has 
been, the greater has been the satisfaction. 

Professor Smeath Thomas, who delivered 
the paper on nitrates, himself says that: he 
does not think that any British interests 
have investigated the proclaimed areas.

Doumorgue, stating his reasons for 
having resigned, was handed to the 
President at a Council of Ministers 
on Saturday morning. | 


The President has invited M. Briand to 
form a Ministry, and last night he 
announced his intention of undertak- 
ing the task. 


M. POINCARE’S 
LETTER.

HIS SUCCESSOR IN OFFICE, 
From REUTER’S CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Saturday. 

M. Poincaré’s letter to the President 
stated :— 

“The fears that I had expressed to you 
have been realised. It 1s impossible for 
me completely to recover without a 
surgical operation, for which preparation 
and convalescence.condemn me to rest for 
two. or three months. 

“CI am, therefore, unable, especially in 
the present circumstances, properly to 
exercise the functions which vou have 
been good enough to entrust to me for the 
past three years, and I find myself, to my 
regret, under the necessity of tendering 
my resignation.’’ 


INVITATION TO M. BRIAND. 

After the usual consultations with the 
Presidents. of the Senate and, Chamber 
and party leaders, which cannot be dis- 
pensed with, M. Doumergue sent for M. 
Briand, who is unquestionably marked 
out as M. Poincaré’s successor. 

It is understood ‘that President 
Doumergue is impressed with the need for 
a speedy settlement of the crisis in view 
of the imminence of The Hague Confer- 
ence on the Young Plan, whichis due to 
open om August 6th. 

M. Briand had been in consultation 
with President Doumergue for half an 
hour, and on issuing from Elysee Hensa 
he said to assembled journalists that the 
President had asked him in difficult 
circumstances to try and form a Cabinet,

THE EUCHARISTIC 
PROCESSION,

ITALIAN TROOPS ON DUTY. 
In a message from Rome 7'he 7'imes Corre 
spondent to-day says:—One moral which may 
be safely drawn. from the Eucharistic pro- 
cession of Thursday evening is, that the State 
occasions upon which the Pope will leave the 
Vatican City will be very rare. Although 
the Pope did not leave the confines of his 
sovereign State, the precautions taken by the 
ltalian Government, in agreement with the 
Vatiean authorities, to maintain order and 
security were upon a remarkably extensive 
scale. The estimates of the number of troops 
employed vary between 15,000 and 20,000. 

There is no reason to think these est-mates 
exaggerated. The military cordons drawn 
round the huge Piazza Di San Pietro were in 
some cases 12 deep, and, in addition, there 
were many other troops stationed in the 
adjoining streets of the Borgo. Indeed, the 
anxiety of the authorities threatened at one 
moment to spoil the demonstration. Access to 
the Piazza had been closed at an hour when 
the sun was still shining fiercely, and when 
many members of the public had not had time 
to arrive from their offices. Consequently 
at least one-third of the Piazza remained 
almost empty until the procession was inter- 
rupted for a quarter of an hour, the cordons 
of troops opened, and the public allowed to 
pour in from the Fa ago ee Piazza 
Rusticucct. 

If then such precautions were deemed 
necessary upon Papal territory, one can 
imagine what precautions will be necessary 
when the Pope pays an official visit some- 
where on the technically “ foreign ” soil of 
Italy. Nor will the demand for such expen- 
sive precautions be waived, as long as certain 
Fascist newspapers continue to write in the 
strain adopted by the /mpero this evening. 
The pomp of the Papal procession is charac- 
terised as having been in had taste, because 
what was in reality a purely human event— 
namely, the exit of the Pope from his 
voluntary imprisonment—was exalted under 
ihe pretext of a solemn religious action. The 
event is described as having disappointed 
expectations, and the assertion is made that 
Signor Mussolini is the one man, above all 
others, who can attract enthusiastic crowds. 


CHINA AND THE

NANKING, 

The Times Shanghai Correspondent _ tele- 
graphed yesterday:—The official Kuo Min 
News Agency has issued an urgent despatch, 
which has been received at Nanking from 
Taiyuanfu (the capital of Shansi), quoting 
reports from Kalgan and Urga to the effect 
that the Soviets are inciting the Mongols to 
rise against Nanking, and that Soviet agents 
are carrying on extensive propaganda all over 
Mongolia, numbers of Chinese being im- 
pressed at Urga by the Mongol authorities. 
My information is that Yen Hsi-Shan himself 
is the author of this report. 

It is concurrently stated that Chiang Kai- 
Shek has formulated a comprehensive scheme 
of defence for the entire northern frontier. 
The north-eastern frontier would be entrusted 
to Chang Hsueh-Liang, Governor of Man- 
churia and the Manchurian army; Yen Hsi- 
Shan would be responsible for the northern 
and north-western border, with troops of 
Chihli, Shansi and Suiyuan, while Sinkiang 
would he confided to General King Shujen, 
for many vears the Defence Commissioner of 
Sinkiang. The statement concludes :— “ While 
no additional troops will be sent northwards 
by the Government, financial assistance is 
being planned in the event of hostilities 
actually breaking out between China and 
Russia.”’ 

The change of tone at Nanking indicated 
in these messages is in marked contrast with 
telegrams from Harbin, which continue to 
give currency to comfortable rumours of 
impending negotiations with Russia, though 
without a scrap of visible evidence from the 
Russian side to support them. 


THE GOLD MOVEMENT. 


BANK OF FRANCE’S 
RESERVE.

AND POWER. 


GREATER DUBLIN 
AREA SUPPLY. 


A VAST NETWORK 
SCHEME. 


OUTSIDE DISTRICTS

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As soon as the Shannon electricity 
supply is available, probably by the be- 
ginning of next winter, so soon will the 
whole of the Greater Dublin area, with 
the exception ef rural districts, ba linked 
up in a great network scheme, which has 
been devised by the Electricity Supply 
Hoard. Before that time, however, a 
temporary supply will be provided from 
the Pigeon House generating station to 
most districts. 

In the area which will comprise Greater 
Dublin are many districts which have not 
been electrified hitherto. Among these are 
Cabinteely, arrickmines. Chapelizod, 
Castleknock, Finglas, Raheny, Howth and 
Sutton. Networks have been designed for 
all of these districts, and construction 
will be completed by September. 


THE SUPPLY SYSTEM. 


This network supply system is so con- 
trived that, should a breakdown occur in 
any part of the line, its effects are con- 
fined to a very restricted area. Leading 
to each point there is a number of alterna- 
live feeding routes, the number increas- 
ing with the importance of the point. For 
instance, in the simplest form of network 
the closed loop—as will be seen from the 
maps accompanying these notes—and the 
places to be supplied are connected by a 
line which, starting from the ‘supply 
station, goes to each place in succession 
and then back to the starting point. Each 
point then can be supplied from either 
of two directions. It is obvious, tnere- 
fore, that more loops ” might 
be used: so that the area affecfed by a 
fault would be even more confined. 

From the outset the Electricity Sujply 
Board decided to concentrate its atten- 
tion at first on areas of denser population 

‘places where a length of line 
would the number of 
people. When the present programme is 
completed the Board hopes to Start push- 
ing ‘its further afield. 
In the country the same policy is being 
pursued, that of concentration on the more 
populous and afterwards a 
gradual extension towards the very small 
villages and purely rural areas. - 


THE NEW FLEET STREET STATION. 
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Details of the Board 's scheme were ex. 
plained to Press representatives by Dr. 
I. MeLaughlin, the managing director. 
who pointed that slackrock and 
Monkstown zlready being supplied 
with electricity under the scheme, or 
he put it, have been ‘ tied in.” 
the Greater Dublin area. 

From the Shannen transformer station 
at Inchicore, fed by a duplicate line from 
Ardnacrusha, the Board will }ay. three 
cables which will carry the Shannon 
current at a pressure thirty-eight 
thousand volts to Fleet street Here. inst 
across the street from the site of Dublin's 
first electricity station, a new transforffer 
station is being built which will contain 
the necessary transformers and switchgear 
tor further’ reducing the electrical pressure 
to five thousand volts, this being the 
voltage of the present City of Dublin 
supply. The existing station in Fleet 
street is connected with the Pigeon House 
generating station by a number of five 
thousand volt and with the 
Pembroke station, and thence with Rath- 
mines. A subway to constructed 
under Fleet street, through which cables 
will connect the old and the new stations. 

Fleet street then wil! be the keystone of 
the Dublin. Pembroke and. Rathmines 
system. Connected on one side with 
Ardnacrusha and on the other with the 
Pigeon House, it will provide a very 
reliable supply to the whole metropolitan 
area. . 


THE SOUTHERN AREA. 


The part of Greater Dublin 
will be supplied from two main trans- 
former stations at Deansgrange and Mill- 
town. Deansgrange station has been built 
already, and is fed by a branch from the 
main transmission line between Dublin 
and Wexford. 

The Electricity Supply Board will begim 
work soon on the Milltown Station, which 
is expected to be complete early next year. 
A thirty-eight thousand volt line will 
supply it with power from Inchicore. This 
line will overhead from Inchicore to 
Kimmave and underground cable for the 
remainder of the route, which is more 
urban. There will be two cables, and the 
overhead line section will be in duplicate, 
so that here again the chances of complete 
failure will be absent. 

From these two main stations, Deans- 
vrange and Milltown, a ten-thousand volt 
network will supply the large number of 
smaller transformer stations, which feed 
the low tension lines running through al! 
the more populous districts. Part of this 
network is cable, which has already been 
laid, and the remainder will be overhead 
line, at present in course of erection. 


OVERHEAD AND UNDERGROUND. 
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It forms a number of loops, the largest 
of which connects Deansgrange with Mill- 
town by two routes. One half of this loop 
is overhead, running from Milltown past 
Windy Arbour, through Dundrum and 
Foxrock to Deansgrange, while the other 
half is underground, as it traverses very 
populous districts. Starting from- Mill- 
town, it passes through Donnybrook, along 
Ailesburv road to Merrion, thence along 
the coast through Booterstown and Black- 
rock back to Deansgrange. Thus any of 
the places mentioned can be supplied 
from either Deansgrange or Milltown. 

Milltown is also the starting place of 
two other cable loops, one of which runs 
ria Ranelagh and Ballsbridge to the 
Pembroke generating station and back via 
Sandvmount and Merrion. Rathmines 
cenerating station is also connected -with 
the Milltown station by the other cable 
loop which traverses Rathmines, Lark- 
field. Kimmage, Terenure, Rathfarnham, 
and Palmerston. 

As already mentioned,’ Rathmines and 
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Pembroke generating. stations are con- 
nected with Fleet, street and thence wit 

the Pigeonhouse AS. a so that all 
‘these important points are interconnected 
by a close mesh of high voltage cables and 
overhead line. 


THE KINGSTOWN AREA. 


A further loop of ten-thousand volt 
cable connects Deansgrange station with 
Monkstown and Kingstown, it a branch 
running out through Sandycove to 
Dalkey, and _ thence continued by oVer- 
head line to Killiney and Ballybrack. If 
the district develops sufficiently this line 
will be continued later through Loughlins- 
town back to Deansgrange, thus closing 
another loop. 

The northern portion of Greater Dublin 
(excluding the present urban area) is not 
so populous as the southern, which makes 
the distribution arrangements much 
simpler. Howth Head will be supplied 
by an overhead ten thousand volt line, 
which, .coming via Malahide from: the 
transformer station at Swords, will form 
a closed loop round the Head, feeding

The official Kuo Min News Agency has

MEMBER OF STALIN’S

SOVLET’S PLANS FOR

RIGA, Sunday. 
The Soviet Government has definitely 
abandoned the hope of obtaining recognition 
from the United States in the near future, 
and instead is attempting to win the support 
of American politicians by, a new programme 
adopted cá the Moscow Foreign Office, which 
hopes in next few years to change Ameri- 
can public opinion concerning Russia. 
According to a member of Stalin’s Cabinet, 
who has arrived incognito for a short vacation 
at the Riga seaside, and who granted me an 
interview on the condition that his name 
should be withheld, the Soviet Government 
hopes to make enough friends in American 
engineering and business circles to counteract 
the widespread impression among Americans 
that Russia is not a safe country to do 
business with, and that it is impossible for 
foreigners taking concessions to make a profit. 
With the exc eption of Senator Borah, the 
Soviet Government is friendless in America’s 
higher political _ circles. The Deputy 
Commisar said :--*‘ American politicians are 
influenced .by their constituences, and they 
are afraid to advocate relations with Russia. 
During the last three years we have tried to 
organise excursions of American politicians to 
visit Russia, but have failed because 
pera refused to accept our invitations. 
Ow we realise that until the opinion of the 
American public is changed we can expect to 


obtain neither recognition nor credits, 


‘Our new policy advanced by the Acting 
Commissar of Foreign Affairs, Litvinov, in- 
cludes arranging excursions for American 
business men and engineers to Russia, where 
they will get acquainted with our nationalised 
industries and the possibilities of our market. 
The plan includes the employment of a large 
number of American engineers and technicians 
and the Moscow Economic Soviet has just 
passed a Fea calling for the employment 
of sixty foreigners in an advisory capacity 
in the Moscow metal, textile, leather, chemical 
and other industries. The majority of these 
Specialists will be obtained in America, and 
Leningrad, Tula, Karkov and other industria] 
centres are preparing similar lists of specialists 
needed.’ 

“Our decision to employ American 
engineers resulted from the success of our in- 
vitation to Colonel Hugh Cooper to come to 
Russia and act as adviser of the Dneiprostroy 
hydro-electric project. Colonel Cooper, after 
investigating, sent us some of his best 
engineers, and is proving himself our friend 
by tecturing throughout America about 
Russia. This year we have signed fifteen con- 
tracts with Amefican engineering firms 
employing more than fifty or more engineers, 
and since these men will specify American 
machinery for re-building our industry we 
expect to make hundreds more friends. 

Although 4 have heard Commissar of 
Trade Mikojan state that American recog 
nition would be more valuable to Russia than 
five successive good harvests, nobody in 
Moscow. has the’ slightest hope of obtaining 
recognition either this year or next, since the 
Soviet Government intends to remain firm on 
the question of refusing to recognise the dehts 
of former Governments. and a majority of the 
Commissars.are unwilling to discuss questions 


of _ propaganda. 


‘Concerning the question of our recognition, 


| we are informed that there are two influential 


groups in America who are in opposition. The 
tea group is at present composed of 
banks and financial interests. some of which 
have lost large sums in Russia, and who 
opposite recognition. The other group. while 
favouring recognition, is less active. It con- 
Sists of inanufacturers who have either done, 
Since larger 
business depends upon credits, and because 
banks refuse to finance their dealings 
with Russia, the manufacturers are hecoming 
more active, and the Soviet Government's 
present policy is intended to strengthen these 
business men’s demands for our recognition, 
which we helieve would settle the credit 


question, and also hasten the investment of 
American capital in Russia. 


“Regarding the debts. there are some 
Commissars who wish to negotiate the ques 
tion, but the majority oppose it because of 
extreme poverty prevalent in Russia. 
which would lead to serious disorder if the 
Government informed the masses that thev 
renay the borrowings of the 
former régimes.”

All kinds of investment securities are now 
considerably cheaper than they were earlier 
in the year. They may become still cheaper, 
for the monetary position, which is the 
governing factor, is very obscure. We are 
not yet out of the wood as regards a 
higher bank rate, for some of the principal 
foreign exchanges are distinctly adverse to 
sterling, indicating the likelihood of a con- 
tinuance of gold exports. That the feeling 
is by no means confident is indicated by the 
smali response shown by gilt-edged stocks 
last week to the absence of a rise in the 
official minimum then and by the. main- 
tenance of discount quotations at close up 
to the present bank rate. Usually, however, 
there is money which must be invested, and 
even if people believe that security values 
will experience a further decline, there is 
no strong reason why purchases should not 
be made now. Something may be saved by 
waiting, but if the position, instead of be- 
coming worse, should improve something will 
be lost, for stock will not be obtainable at 
the present level, 


MERITS OF 5 P.C. WAR LOAN. 


It mav be useful, therefore, to consider 
the merits of various types of investment. 
For absolute safety British Government 
Stocks must be chosen, and prominent in 
this group is 5 p.c. War Loan, with its yield 
of little less than 5 p.c., or, say, 44 p.c., 
allowing for redemption in 1947. A year or 
two ago people hesitated to buy this stock 
because of the chance of being paid off at 
par, such option accruing to the Govern- 
ment from this year, but repayment is 1m- 
possible in the case of a loan the outstand- 
ing amount of which exceeds £2,000,000,000, 
All that the Government can hope to do is 
to replace it by another security bearing @ 
considerably lower rate of interest; but debt: 
conversion schemes are definitely shelved for 
the present. Further, a holder of War 
Five’s is not bound to accept any offer made 
to him, and by sitting tight he can be 
reasonably sure of retaining his stock until 
1947. For this reason, and because of the 
high yield, the 5 p.c. War Loan may be 
regarded as the premier of gilt-edged invest- 
ment. To some people the fact that the 
interest is paid without deduction of income 
tax (though it is not a tax-free security) 1s 
an additional attraction. 


SHORT-DATED SECURITIES. 


Apart from the various series of short-dated 
Treasury Bonds, which are not permanent in- 
vestments, the highest return among the big 
British Government Loans is obtainable from 
4, p.c. Conversion. This is quoted about 
944, with very little accrued interest in the 
price. The flat vield is £4 15s. 3d. per cent:, 
while allowing for repayment at par in 1944, 
the latest date, the return is brought up fo 
fully 5 p.c. But this is likely to prove a 
shorter-dated security than 5 p.c. War Loan. 
If it is desired to invest money for only a 
short period, say, three to five years, the 44 
p.c. Treasury Bonds, 1952-34, are excellent for 
the purpose, yielding about £4 13s. 3d. flat 
at the current price of 96, and fully 5% p.c.. 
allowing for repayment at par in 1934. If 
they are repaid in 19352 the vield would he 
brought up to 6 p.c. The other series also 
give big yields owing to the condition of the 
money market. The 5 p.c. due 1933 or 1935, 
for example, can be bought at about 98]. 


COLONIAL GOVERNMENT STOCKS 


As indicated bv the result of recent capitai 
issues Colonial Government stocks can now 
be obtained to yield from 5 to 5; p.c. ‘The 
recent British Guiana 5 p.c. Loan offered at 
98 could probably be obtained at 971 or 974, 
and an advantage of buving such a security 
now 1s that it is obtainable free of stamp duty, 
the payment of which adds one per cent. to 
the purchase price. In this group the various 
ó and ós p.c. stocks standing at substantially 
below par are worth attention by people con- 
tent with a moderate immediate yield—per- 


haps 4 p.c. or less—for the sake of obtaining 
capital appreciation. This is certain to come 
if the stocks are held, because with the 
approach of the redemption date the market 
price must gradually rise towards the repay- 
ment figure of 100. But these stocks should 
only be bought if it is intended to keep them 
for at least some years; otherwise it would 
be better to buy Treasury Bonds, and thus 
secure a good return at once. 


BUILDING SOCIETIES’ SHARES. 


Another form of investment which is 
deservedly popular is represented’ by the 
shares of sound building societies, for the 
terms offered by most of the big undertak- 
ings are 5 per cent., free of income tax, equi- 
valent to 61 per cent. gross. Such shares 
are eminently safe, and, because of this, the 
investor need not hesitate to buy them; but 
they scarcely appeal to people who feel they 
might want part of their capital back quickly. 
In most cases, probably, little or no diffi- 
culty would be experienced in obtaining the 
purchase price from the society at once; but 
there is, of course, no market in the shares. 
whereas a holder of 5 per cent. War Loan or 
Treasury ‘Bonds, or even Colonial Govern. 
ment Stocks, could. expect to obtain imme- 
diate payment for stock sold. Against this 
can be placed the fact that building societies’ 
shares. cannot depreciate in value, It may he 
suggested, therefore, that while an invest. 
ment holding might include a certain quan. 
tity of such shares, it should also include a 
percentage of 5 per cent. War Loan or some 
other similar security’ that can be readily 
sold in the market at any time. | 


FOREIGN BONDS, 


Where a higher return is desired than can 
be obtained from British Government. Colo- 
nial Government or Home Corporation Stocks, 
the investor must be prepared to take some 
risk, and the amount of the risk increases in 
the same ratio as the yield. From 6: to 8 per 
cent., or more, can. be obtained from Foreian 
Government Bonds. Poland 7 per cent,, for 
mstance, is quoted at a figure giving a flat 
yield of 8; per cent.. allowing for ‘accrued. ih. 
terest ; while Rumania 7 per cent’ Gnaranteed 
Sterling Bonds. quoted at 84, vield even 
more—namely, 84 per cent; “On Bulgarian 
7 per cent. Settlement Loan (1926): the re. 
turn is bigger still, and on the 7% per cent. 
Stabilisation Loan it is: over 84 per cent 
Naturally, one would hesitate to recommend 
such securities unless the. purchaser is will. 
ing to take the risk that attaches to any in- 
vestment giving so high a return.

War Loan heads the list. with a 
yield of only 6d. less than 5 per cent. at the 
current price of 100%, Australian Government 
9 per cent 1935-45 following with a re- 
turn of £5 4s.

During the past 
week the bears have become more aggressive, 
especially in the Industrial markets, relying 
on the chance of adverse developments during 
the three weeks’ account to give them oppor- 
tunities of buying back cheaply. At present 
the bear account open in these markets alone 
must, be very considerable, and in the event 
of a change in market sentiment their repur- 
chases would provide a powerful element of 
support. But with the holiday season at 
hand, it is difficult to stimulate public inte- 
rest, in the absence of which prices have a 
natural tendency to drift downwards. 


BANKS AND UNDERWRITERS. 

So far, the Stock Exchange Committee has 
made no move towards eliminating the 
underwriting scandals to which so much 
publicity has been given recently. It could, 
and it’ would, do much to make the path of 
company. promoters who entrust under- 
writmg to men of straw a rough ane. 
Underwriting is a form of insurance. An 
insurancé company without proper financial 
backing would not be tolerated. Why then 
should it be possible for underwriting to be 
given out without the necessary precautions 
being taken’? It is stated that the leading 
banks are taking steps to see that under- 
writers of issues to which they lend their 
name are men of substance (writes The 
Observer). ‘‘ Recent events have drawn our 
attention to this very important matter,” 
said an official of one of the big banks. 
“ As a result the conditions surrounding each 
new issue of capital are now being much 
more closely scrutinised. Every case is, of 
course, taken on its merits, but if circum- 
stances call for it no hesitation would be 
shown in making a close investigation of 
the sub-underwriting contracts. The banks 
cannot, of course, take any responsibility for 
those concerned with a new issue. They do 
desire, however, to disassociate themselves 
from flagrantly unsound propositions.” This 
is all to the good, but it does not go far 
enough. Only the withdrawal of Stock 
Exchange. facilities from promoters who fail 
to test their underwriters’ stability will have 
the desired effect, 


PROBLEM OF GOODWILL. 

When -Scribbans and Company was formed 
in May, 1927, it bought from Mr. John Henry 
Scribbans his cake business for £1,627,675. 
Of this sum .£1,119,532 was for goodwill, this 
being reckoned as approximately four years’ 
purchase of the average profits of the pre- 
vious three years.. That average was 
£291.844. Of the issued capital of £1,900,000, 
£1,785,000 was the subject of a public issue 
in the form of 1,700,000 £1 Ordinary and 
1,700,000 1s. Deferred shares. The Ordinary 
shares are quoted to-day at between lls. and 
12s., and the Deferred at just under 2s. In 
the first thirteen months the new company 
earned £294,036, or at the rate of £271,418 
per annum. The report just issued shows 
that in the twelve months to April 30 last 
earnings fell to £220,873. Keen competition 
leading to reduced prices has contributed to 
the fall in profits, and it is stated in the 
report that ‘‘a still further reduction in 
prices may be necessary before the desired 
results are obtained.’’ The Ord'nary . shares 
are to receive 5 per cent. and the Deferred 
144 per cent. A further £46,525 is written 
off preliminary and formation expenses, and 
it is hoped to write the remainder off in the 
current year owing to a profitable deal in a 
biscuit business. No attempt is made to dea] 
with goodwill, which, in view of the falling 
profits, must be regarded as a wasting asset. 
At one time last year the Ordinary shares 
were quoted at over 24s. and the Deferred 
at over 4s. 6d. 


NATIONAL CASH REGISTER. 

Record earnings. are reported by the Na- 
tional Cash Register Company for the six 
months ending a 30, 1929, the net gs; 
after depreciation and all other charges, 
amounting to 4,406,670 dollars (£881,334), as 
compared with 5.638,343 dollars (£727,668) 
for the same period last vear. Profits on the 
combined “‘A’”’ and “B” shares for the 
six months were 2.77 dollars, compared with 
2.42 dollars for the corresponding period. 
Current assets at June 30 amounted to 
31,725,500 dollars (£6,345,100). and liabilities

BOOT TRADE MERGERS. 

Mr, W. Barratt, chairman and managing 
director of W. Barratt and (o., boot manu- 
facturers, Northampton, at the annual meet- 
ing referred to rumours of amalgamations in 
the boot trade. He said that he learned on 
good authority that suggestions for buying 
up boot companies emanated from the United 
States. The desire was for certain large boot 
manufacturers on the other side of the 
Atlantic to secure a chain of retail shops in 
the United Kingdom for the purpose of dis- 
posing of their surplus manufactures. “' If 
there is a possibility of tempting offers com- 
ing from the United States, Mr. Barratt con- 
tinued, ‘“‘then a very grave responsibility 
rests upon the heads of the multiple boot 
firms of this country, who may allow them- 
selves to be influenced by them. ‘The accept: 
ance of offers from such sources means that 
the very existence of the boot trade in this 
country might be jeopardised and the liveli- 
hood of thousands of workpeople in a town 
like Northampton would be at stake,”’ 


MISLEADING INFORMATION. 
It is something approaching a scandal that 
the information available regarding Home 
railways should be so misleading. Gross 
trafies only are published. Ip the case of 
the London, Midland and Scottish, for in- 
stance, a steadily decreasing revenue has been 
indicated, the decrease compared with last 
year having reached a tota]-of £500,000. As 
the result stocks were greatly depressed, the 
Ord. stock selling as low as 46] within a few 
days of the declaration of the interim divi- 
dend. In view of the situation now diselosed, 
could anything have been more mijsleading 
than these gross traffic figures? - The stock 
has since risen to 53}. Every sale that has 
taken place under 50 has meant that some 
ufifortunate holder has been frightened out of 
his holding owing to the “ half-truth’’ con- 
tained in the information published by the 
company. We (Observer) have previously 
indicated our view that the whole position of 
home railway stockholders needs far more 
consideration than is given to them at pre- 
sent. Judging by the figures now available, 
the railways are steadily recovering their 
former strong position. Owing, however, to 
lack of proper information, inadequate dealing 
facilities and the £100 unit, stockholders con- 
tinue to suffer from an unwarranted deprecia- 
tion of their holdings. 
FRENCH DEMAND FOR GOLD. 
OVER £6,000,000 TAKEN IN A WEEK, 
More than £6,000,000 in gold was taken by 
France from the Bank of England during the 
past week without any improvement on the 
exchange position. Indeed, the rate at the 
end of the week was more favourable to 
further export of gold from London to France 
than ever. The transfer has been by air, and 
it is understood that provision has been made 
for further exports for some days ahead. 
The causes behind this heavy demand for 
gold by France: are somewhat of a mystery 
to the City, and the belief is spreading that 
it is part of a deliberate attempt to bring 
ressure to bear on the authorities in 
ondon—in other words, that the movement 
is inspired politically. Although there appears 
to be no doubt that the earlier consignments 
of gold to France were semi-officially 
arranged, there is no suggestion that the 
whole of th» shipments since have been for 
the account of the Bank of France. Indeed, 
the stéady depreciation of the exchange, 
despite the efflux of gold, has providel such a 
good margin that the opportunity for profit 
has been seized by many private banks on 
both sides of the Channel. The abnormal 
character of the movement can be realised 
when it is recalled that the Bank rate in 
France is 34 per cent., as compared with the 
per cent. ryling in London. A recent 
estimate of French balances in London was 
the heavy total of £50,000,000, and the theory 
is held in some quarters that the withdrawals 
of ‘gold are due to the liquidation of these 
credits and their transfer to Paris. It seems 
difficult in some minds otherwise to reconcile 
the shipment of £1,000.000 and over day after 
day and a continued depreciation of the 
French exchange. The facts that the stock 
of gold at the Bank is now down below the 
accepted minimum of £150,000,000 and that 
shipments of gold from the Rank are under- 
stood to have been booked well into this week 
suggest that a rise in Bank rate is overdue. 
With this in mind, the market can only pro- 
tect its position so that when the apparently 
inevitahle takes place the depreciation ón bills 
possible.

PROVISION TRADE QUIETER. 


From Ovum COMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 

At the time of writing the position with 
regard to the cotton dispute is still very 
obscure, and, unless a settlement is arrived 
at 500,000 Lancashire workers will be out of 
employment on Monday. The holiday 
season Is affecting business to a certain 
extent, and most branches of the provision 
trade show a quieter tendency. In bacon, 
demand appears to have run mainly on 
Danish. which, along with Swedish, remains 
unchanged, as compared with last week, but 
all selections of Irish have been officially 
reduced 4s., and heavy sizeables 5s., both in 
London and Manchester, and Dutch is also 
2s. to 5s. lower. Available supplies of Irish, 
however, can by no means be described as 
heavy. In butter, the Danish official quota- 
tion has been reduced five kroner, and “top” 
now stands at 286 kroner per 100 kilos, as 
compared with 291 in the previous week, and 
305 at the corresponding period of last year. 
Spot prices were reduced in sympathy, and 
most Scandinavian descriptions are about 10s 
below last year’s figure. At this time last 
year Irish creameries were officially quoted 
175s. to 177s., but, at the close this week, were 
quoted 166s. to 168s. per cwt. In eggs the 
Irish market is steady, but Continentals are 
lower, and at the present level these varieties 
look excellent value. According to official re- 
turns receipts ‘of butter during the six 
months ending June 30th this year rose by 
12,000 tons or 7 per cent. Most of the Con- 
tinental sources of supply, and also New Zea- 
land sent larger quantities, but there were 
somewhat reduced imports from the Irish 
Free State, the Argentine and Australia. 
Arrivals of cheese from New Zealand rose 
from 59,000 tons to 64,000 tous, but the in- 
crease was partly balanced by small reduc- 
tions in the imports from most other sources. 
Receipts of margarine, mainly from the 
Netherlands, fell by nearly 25 per cent. 
Arrivals of condensed milk showed a small 
reduction in tetal, a further increase in the 
reparated sweetened variety being more than 
balaneed by cecreases in other descriptions. 
Imports of eggs droppe’ as much as 16 per 
cent., there having been large declines in 
arrivals from Russia, Poland, ‘France. and 
Egypt. With the exception of a small in- 
crease in hams all the principal varieties 
of meat were imported to a lesser ex- 
tent than at the corresponding period of 
last year, the decrease being heaviest in 
bacon, but the total imports of all deserip- 
tions of meat at 733,000 tons, being 40,000 
tons less than in the first half of last year 
and 55,000 tons smaller than in the corre- 
sponding period of 1927. The reduction 
in rece'pts of bacon were due mainly 
to a fall in imports from Denmark, which 
were 118.000 tons, against 143.000 tons in the 
first half of last year. Sweden and Canada 
also sent smaller supplies. but there were 
somewhat increased receipts from other 
sources. Arrivals of hams rose slightly owing 
te larger imports from the United States. but 
less fresh pork was received from the Irish 
Free State. In cereals a large decrease oc- 
curred in the quantity of oats received from 
the Irish Free State. which, in the last half- 
vear. only sent 14,000 tons, as compared with 
34.000 tons in the six months ended June, 
1928. 

At Salford Cattle market on Tuesday a 
rather better trade was experienced for fat 
cattle. and sheep and lambs ruled firm. In 
the dairy section sellers showed little dis- 
position to transact business except at ad- 
vanced prices. As can only be expected, 
weather conditions have been against the pig 
trade, and trade at the Manchester market 
has been slow in consequence. Prices for 
most descriptions continue at high levels, and 
buyers show a disposition to operate for very 
pressing requirements only. At the Man- 
chester Dead Meat market trading has been 
on a moderate scale throughout the week. 
but, with the exception of chilled beef. which 
opened with an easier tendency, but closed 
firmer, there have again been few marked 
fluctuations in prices.

These lectures were delivered by Mr. R. M. 
“ler, F.R.1].B.A.. Professor of Architecture 
University College, Dublin, and were 
selv attended by teachers, many of them 
rabers of religious orders. 
Starting with its first beginnings, the 
turer showed that architecture originated 
the actual needs of man from the earliest 
es, and had followed a more or less con- 
yous process of development down to 
yt one hundred years ago. The influences 
‘climate, geographical situation, geology, 
sory and religion were traced. 
The earliest architecture of which we have 
curate knowledge is that of Egypt, whose 
vilisation stretches back thousands of years 
ti] it is lost in the mists of antiquity. This 
eat civilisation, with its cities and monuv- 
pnts built along the banks of the Nile, 
wered an area no bigger than Yorkshire, 
id gave rise to the first and the most im- 
tant of the pre-classic styles. With the 
festern Asiatic style of Assyria and 
pvion. nearly as early in their civilisation 
Egyp!. and also the Minoan or Afgean 
vle. mar ellously exhibited in the Palace of 
gossos in Crete, which has been brought to 
w mainly by the excavations of Sir Arthur 
vans during the last twenty-five years, it 
rmed the foundations of the classical archi- 
ture of Greece and Rome, and hence of all 
at followed. Sdime of the very early forms 
ornament persist to the present day. 


GREECE AND ROME. 
The creat, classical riods of Greece and 
pme were then dealt with; showing the 
foence of the pre-classic elements on 
llenic architectare, not only in Greece and 
y Western Éigean, but also in Asia Minor, 
th the development of the Ionic and Doric 
vies. This movement culminated in the 
endid architecture of the Acropolis at 
hens, the most perfect and logical system 
stone and marble construction, embellished 
the noblest specimens of sculpture which 
» world has known. 
This influence was transmitted to Rome, 
ih its world-wide power and wealth. The 
perial spirit of the conquering people found 
pression, not merely in Rome itself, but in 
ctically every colony of the vast empire, in 
» splendour and magnificence of buildings 
ia scale never before attempted and never 
rwards surpassed. 
When the division into the Eastern and 
estern empires came, and Byzantium. arose 
a new star in the architectural firmament 
w building methods and new materials 
re evolved. In the West the conspicuous 
gture is the growth of the Romanesque, de- 
oping into a great .world-wide: style, re- 
esentative of,Christianity in a special sense. 
Ireland the Romanesque manifested itself 
a distinctive and interesting fashion. 
long with Gothre it constitutes the Christian 
of the Middle. Ages, that wonderful 
riod in which building reached a quality 
beauty unequalled since Greek times. The 
ts and crafts of stained glass, carving in 
od and stone, sculpture, metal work, -tex- 
es, etc., rose to high perfection. 
Next were ‘surveyed the blossoming of the 
pnaissance, its spread through Tuscany and 
nice to Rome, its culmination in Rome, 
pd the rise of a magnificent series of palaces 
d churches all over Italy. This spirit 
read through the continent of Europe, not- 
lv in France, whence it passed to England. 
d so to Ireland, whefe the. genius of 
andon and some of: the native architects 
ade Dublin one of the finest European 
tes in the eigheenth century, “with its 
posing public -buildings, noble town houses, 
id the admirable lay-out of its streets. 


A DECLINE. 

Then came a decline, a debasement of 
chitecture, with the “' period-revivals,’’ the 
chic revival, which in Ireland killed the 
i classical tradition of this country, and 
ft nothing» in its place but a weak and 
nerally uninteresting version of the con- 
mporary English atchitecture, and that by 
means at its best. 

The closing lecture treated oí some modern 
velopments, particularly in church building. 
estminster and Liverpool Cathedrals were 
bown on the screep, and held up as worthy 
anifestations of the true spirit of architec- 
re, influenced. by tradition, but fresh and 
tal. The rubrical requirements of planning 
ere dealt with, and the finishing and equip- 
ent of churches were described, and stress 
as laid on the need for care, restraint and 
istic skill in colour decoration. 

DUBLIN STAINED-GLASS. 
The rise and progress were traced of the 
esent Dublin school of stained-glass 
ndow-making, ‘which includes many fine 
tists, and is now world-renowned. Examples 
its work are to be found in every part 
the globe—from Stockholm to Australia 
i New Zealand, from Boston and Columbia 
Singapore. ‘*Tt is,” the lecturer said, 
the most vital school of stained-glass 
orkers to be found in amy one place.”

MORE RAIN EXPECTED. 


The great drought, which has been more 
or less general oveg Ireland and England 
since the beginning of this month, ended 
yesterday. Bain, which began on Saturday 
night in the Dublin district, fell continuously 
for several hours over most parts of. the 
country, and there was every indication that 
it would continue to rain—at intervals at all 
events—for some time in many districts. The 
sudden and unheralded end of the drought 
has brought relief to thousands of agricul- 
turists all over the country, whose crops 
had ‘been faced with ruin, and also to the 
water supply authorities.

MAN DROWNED IN 
TAKING SHORT CUT.

A Grimsby dockside timber yard fire, which 
burnt almost all Saturday night, was still 
smouldering yesterday. e outbreak etarted 
soon after six o'clock in a drying shed be- 
longing to Messrs. Renton, and, the timber 
being very dry, the flames spread so raipdly 
that the firemen’s task was extremely diffi- 
cult. They concentrated on saving the sheds 
which were to windward of the fire, and suc- 
ceeded. They were thus able to keep the 
aiea affected at this Eist to about, five 
thousand sguare yards, but the wind carried 
the sparks across about one hundred yards 
of railway towards the Humber bank, where 
about another six thousand square yards were 
aff The timber here was not so thickly 
Stacked and burnt itself out. 

Railway trucks, telegraph wires and signals 
were involved in the blaze, and a cable 
carrying current from Immingham to the 
Grimsby docks area falling, all lights on the 
docks and in a hotel in the dock area went 
out. This happened about nine o'clock, and 
as the light began to fail the fire presented 
a remarkable spectacle, which was watched 
by thousands from timber yards on the other 
side of the dock, where they swarmed up 
timber stacks thirty or forty feet high. The 
timber was mostly deal, and a lot of it was 
only landed in the last few days. The 
damage. is very great. + 

One man, who endeavoured to take a short 
cut in the dock by-swimming from one point 
to another, was drowned. e is believed to 
be a seaman off a ship in the dock.

Nurse Malloy, of New- 
ton-le-Willows, Mancheste:, who was in the 
i: same compartment, said that. one minute 
Miss Tierney was sitting- with her hand on 


through the carriage door. Daniel O’Cal- 
laghan, another passenger in the compart- 
ment, said that he was under the impression 
that the communication cord in his com- 
partment was not working. | Further evi- 
dence revealed that the driver and the guard 
noticed a slackening of speed on the vacuum 
indicator. The guard attributed this to a 
distant signal being against the train. The 
driver said that he concluded that the reason 
for the loss of vacuum was a leakage in the 
pump, or else that something was wrong 
with the second engine, “é 
The Coroner said that the accident pro- 
bably happened through Miss Tierney waking 
suddenly and opening the door thinking that 
she was going into the corridor. After 
the jury had returned an open verdict, the 
railway company’s solicitor, Mr. Moore Dut- 
ton, said that the reason the train did not 
stop sooner after the communication cord 
had been pulled was that the driver drew 
a wrong inference from the loss of vacuum.

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EDUCATION OF WOMEN. 


| : 
“ NOT FAR REMOVED FROM 
CAVE PERIOD.”’ 


“ We are not so far removed from the cave 
period, even at this time, as many imagine; 
only, instead of caves, we have small rooms, 
where women are shut in between four walls 
for the major portion of their lives.’ 

This statement was made by Mr. George 
Hicks .in his presidential address at the 
annual meeting of the National Council of 
Labour Colleges; which opened at Digswell 
Park Conference House, Welwyn Garden 
City, Herts, on Saturday last. 

Mr. Hicks said that, having in mind the 
gentral election. and its results, they were re- 
minded of one ‘aspect of the National Council 
of Labour Colleges’s work that called for 
more attention, and that was the education 
of women. Hitherto working women had been 
more localised in their outlook and in social 
and political opportunities than men. 

Because of their ‘very conditions, working 
women had been most ignorant and apathetic 
in regard to what should concern them most 
—the material facts of their lives, their 
economic and social position in society, the 
conditions under which their bread and butter 
were provided; the houses they lived in, the 
communities ‘they lived. in, the opportunities 
they had for self-expression and culture and 
joyous leisure. They had been the biggest 
drag on their organised working-class move- 
ment; the weakest link in the chain of work- 
‘jng-class power. They simply had not 
bothered with trade unions or politics, or 
i matters external to their domestic economy. 
Now a change had come, and was coming. 


INDUSTRIALISATION, 

The increasing industrialisation of women 
had been a great contributory factor; the 
entry of women ‘into politics was another 
factor. What was required to-day was excep- 
tional endeavour. to bring working women 
into the organised Labour movement and to 
organise them industrially and politically. — 

Already great strides had been taken in 
the direction of organising them in the co- 
operative movement. The women must be 
brought into the movement, bound to the 
movement by the closest ties, and made 
active and articulate in the movement. Here 
was an immense field of activity for the 
Council, in training women to become pro- 
pagandists, trade union organisers, and 
active in politics and co-operation. 

The conditions, said Mr. Hicks, were 
favourable for a vast extension of the move- 
ment for independent working-class educa- 
tion. The facts of the political situation 
proved that a great change had been effected 
in. the hearts. and minds of a very large 
number of workers. That over eight million 
i men and women voted for the Labour Party 
at the last general election was a solid, 
irrefutable fact. It signified a tremendous

During the quarter ended 3ist March last 
there were registered in the Irish Free State 
14,212 births, equivalent to an annual rate 
of 19.3 per 1,000 of the estimated population, 
while the deaths for the same period were 
13,966, equivalent to 19.0 per 1,000. The 
estimated population of the twenty-six 
counties in the middle of 1929 was 2,945,000 
persons. 

In Northern Ireland for the same 
quarter the births were equal to an annual 
rate of 20.2 per 1,000 of the population; in 
England and Wales to 16.5 per 1,000, and 
iD Scotland to 19.4 RA 1,000. 

in the same period the deaths in Northern 
Ireland were pgp wa to the annual rate 
of 24.7 per 1,000; in England and Wales to 
ta per 1,000, and in Scotland to 21.9 per 
1 


The number of marriages in the Free State 
during the fourth quarter of 1928 was 3,142, 
or 4.5 per 1,000 of the population, being 
0.1 above that for the corresponding quarter 
of 1927, and equal to the average for the 
fourth quarter of the preceding ten years. 
Of the total marriages, 2,957, or 4.3 per 1,000 
of the estimated Roman Catholic population, 
were those of Roman Catholics, and 185 
related to persons belonging to all other 
denominations, representing 34 per 1,000 of 
the population other than Roman Catholic. 
The marriage rate of Roman Catholics was 
equal to, and that relating to all other 
denominations was 0.6 below, the average for 
the fourth quarter of the ten years 1918-27. 

Of the births registered during the quarter 
ended 3lst March last, 7,222 were boys and 
6,990 were girls. The rate of births was 1.2 
below the average for the first quarter of the 
preceding ten years and 0.5 below that for 
the first quarter of 1928. 


HIGHER DEATH-RATE. 

The deaths registered during the quarter 
numbered 13,966, of which 6, were males 
and 7,039 females. ‘lhe death-rate was 0.9 
above the average for the first quarter of 
the preceding decennium and 1.9 above the 
rate for the first quarter of the year 1928. 

Of the deaths 1,257, or 9.0 per cent., were 
those of infants under one year; 6,774, or 
48.5 per cent., were of persons aged 65 years 
and upwards. The number of deaths of 
infants was equivalent to 88 per 1,000 births, 
as compared with 61, 56 and 69 for the pre- 
ceding three quarters. i 

There were 299 inguests during the guarter, 
this being eguivalent, to one in every 47 of 
the total deaths registered. Of the deaths 
5,565, or 24.1 per cent., occurred in public 
institutions. The returns show that 3,426, or 
24.5 per cent., of the deaths were uncertified, 
there having been no medica] attendance 
during the last illness. 

The number of successful primary vaccina- 
tions during the quarter was 7,415.

A NARROW FRENCH 


VICTORY. 


PARIS, Sunday. 

France won the Anglo-French athletic con- 
test at the Colombes Stadium here to-day 
by 62 points to 58. This is the second time 
they have triumphed in seven matches, the 
first being at Brighton in 1925. Points were 
scored as follows :—5 for first, ó for second, 
and 1 for third. The margin of points was 
narrow, and the issue was decided by the 
final event of the day, the 1,600 metres relay, 
which the Frenchmen won by inches. The 
first Englishman, Thomas, gained a fair 
lead on Dabat, but the Frenchman made 
the quickest change over, and Auvergne and 
Mourlon were able to work up a lead of 
several yards, which Fianlon, in spite of a 
plucky attempt, was unable completely to 
wipe off.

7 LEGISLATURE. 

THE PROPOSED 
SHELVED. 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
ALLAHABAD, Saturday. 

The All-India Congress Working Committee 
to-day devoted fifteen hours to the discussion 
of the situation arising out of the opposition 
from Swarajists of various Legislatures to the 
decision of the Committee calling on them to 
resign their seats in Congress as a protest 
against the action of the Viceroy in _ post- 
poning the date of the general election, 
“thereby preventing the country from ex- 
pressing itself on important political issues, 
including the Nehru report.” 

The Swarajist opposition to the hoycott 
was expressed by the Pundit Malavya, leader ' 
of the Nationalist Party in the Legislative 
Assembly. 

Messrs. Sengupta and Subbash Chandra 
Bose, leader of the Swarajist Party in the 
Bengal Council; Mr; Srinivasa Iyenagar, 
deputy leader of the Swaraj Party in the 
Central Legislative Assembly, together with 
the Madras Swarajists, sent a telegram say- 
ing that they considered it impolitic and in- 
judicious to boycott the Legislatures. 
Bombay and Central Provinces Swarajists, 
through representatives specially sent here, 
explained the dangers that might result 
through abstention from the Legislatures. 
The Pundit Motilal Nehru, Chairman of the 
Committee, favoured the boycott. 

SHARP DIFFERENCES. 

Mr. Gandi, who recently discussed the 
situation with Mr. Patel, the President of the 
Legislative Assembly at Ahmedabad, was in- 
clined to postpone a decision till December. 
and meanwhile to prepare the country for 
non-co-operation. 

In view of the sharp difference of opinion 
among members, the Working Committee 
adopted a resolution recommending that the 
decision be left to the Lahore Congress in 
December. Accordingly, a resolution was 
drafted for submission to the All-India Con- 
gress this afternoon. It says: “In view ‘of 
the present general situation, this Committee 
thinks that the time has come when all ' 
national! efforts should be concentrated on the 
preparation of the country for a campaign of 
non-violent non-co-operation. to take effect 
atter December 31, 1929. and agrees with the 
Working Committee that all Swarajists should. - 
resign their seats and give effect to the cam- - 
paign : but, having regard to. several repre- 
sentations, it has had to post pone the question 
till Decemher. The farther 
desires legislators to prepare for a complete 
withdrawal of their Legislatures from Januarv 
1, or earlier, if necessary.”’ 
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MARKET EASIER, 
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PALM OIL LOWER. 


From OUR Commerctat CoRRESPONDENT. 
LIVERPOOL,- Saturday: 

The tone of markets generally has been an 
easier one this week, and in the majority of 
cases values are considerably lower than 
they were a week ago. At times markets’ 
moved very nervously, but the week winds* 
up rather steadier. 

There have been few offers from im- 
porters of palm oil, but second-hand dealers 
have come into the market rather freely, 
and, with the Continent for the time being 
well supplied, an easier tendency has quickly 
developed. Lagos, for instance, opened the 
week at £35 10s. for material on the quay, 
with forward oil not offered. To-day afloat 
offers at £35, which price would also be 
accepted for later periods. Softs have sel- 
lers on the spot at £34 against £34 17s. 6d. 
at the start of the week, while later posi- 
tions up to September-October can be 
bought 20s. lower than Monday last at 
£35 17s. 6d. For October-November 
£34 2s. 6d. is wanted. Sellers of mediums, 
spot or afloat at £34 15s. do not make much 
progress, despite the price being down 15s. 
per ton. Hards August-September changed 
early on at £36 10s., but since the market 
has eased off, and offers to take £35 15s. have 
not led to much business. For material on 
the spot £36 is wanted. Business was re- 
ported in Sherbros, per the Deido, at 
£34 10s. and £34 15s., while £34 15s. would 
also be taken for later positions against 
£35 5s. earlier on. To-day the market shows 
little change. Following are spot quotations 
of oil :—Lagos £35, Sherbro £34 15s., Opobo 
£34, Benin £34 15s., and Niger £36. 

Palm kernels have been an _ unsettled 
market, with buyers rather nervous in doing 
business. Towards the end, however. a more 
settled feeling was in evidence. The nor- 
thern Continent opened the week with busi- 
ness at £19 5s. and £19, but since £18 10s. 
has been accepted, with further buyers of 
secondhands only at £18 6s. ád.. Shippers 
would take £18 12s. 6d. Business to this 
port and Hull has been quiet, and £18 7s. 6d. 
is the nearest value.
